As yoitr 
representatives, we are charged with 
determining that truth, and althou^ 
we have laid something on the table 
during tSiese past three or four dayg, 
and having sat . here during the^ 
three or four days I have had peopfe 
ask questions about what the evideh<j;e 
was, and I would have been w6n4er- 
ing if maybe they were here witlu.m^, 
because it is on that eyidence that 
each of us is making our decision, an|i 
as we seek a way to escape that de- 
cision, we cannot escape that stUl, small 
voice .... f 

And in this situation, as we look, dt 
how the office of the Presidency ha[s 
been served by an individual, I sharp 
the remarks of George Danielson that 
it is not the Presidency that is, in 
jeopardy from us. We would strive-in 
strengthen and protect the Presidency. 
But, if there be ho accountability, an- 
other President will feel free to do,^ 
he chooses. But, the next time there 
‘ may be ho Watchman in the night. ;•
